The month of October is now past and over, but the memory 
; Î8 with us still in the rather tangible form of cold.s ,>orc throats 
an<} other minor ftilmcnty ^^■hich .irr not usii.-»lly »o prrv.-vlrnt ;\t 
this time of the year. Bc.iides all this, the .-ibunH.-xnce of nioisliitc 
-lias made the various pla>'in(;-fields veritable seas of tnud, ready 
r. at any minute to freeze tip if the me.ri.-.ur>' drop* suddenly. 

All authorities seem to agree that October, 1925, made hi*- 
toTj' as far as the weather records arc concerned. On half a doicn 
■:> - occasions sno%s- fell, and more, it accumulated to a depth that 
• «ifficiently agjrravaiinj; in the city, with all the modern facilitie* 
In the countrj- districts- roads were blocked xolh drifts four and 
five feet dt-cp. and in some p.'irts ot the country »leigh$ are »liU be- 
ing used on the snow that fell durinp the first storm. On our own 
: Btadium, the spectacle of a football game in -Nontcr surroundinj;*, 
-which may be looked for any time after the first of November. 
■V.HS seen ihi.*: year before the rcfrular season opened. .And >*'in- 
ter coats have been in e^^dence several Vi-eeks earlier than is 
Ecnerally the case. 

h v' cuiid si-eni quite possible thst C.anida may be favoured 
-with a winter thii. year tliat will make the old timers sit up and 
take notice. Opportuniries may j-et be given for the oldest inhabi- 
. ;tatjt and his colleaçues to express surprise Reports have been 
coming in from different parts of the countrj- almost continuously, 
■ one telling of the encroachment of wild animals on private pro- 
perty, another of the lew temperatures on Uie prairies and the 
consequent delay in threshinc operations, but all pointing to a 
severe period before the imnual spring break-up. 

The mention of the spring leadï us to recall the suggestions 
made during Uist .summer by weather prophets in good standing 
tTc^rding the possibility of there being no suiiuncr in 1926. In 
substantiation of their forecast thcj' pointed to the historic year of 
4816, when ithere were sevcie frosts in each month of the year, 
nd ithc crops throughout .North America failed almost completely, 
île we do not deny the possibilitiy of such a calamity being re- 
î^lpeâted, we are of the opinion that too much stock should not be 
itàken of prognostications issued a year in advance. 

The question of the effect which the weather has. on tlie »lu- 
, dent [lies within our province, but we ate at a loss to know how to 
attack it. Certain it is th«t on a fin?, snappy day the^ general al- 
pherc of the campus is more cheerful and optimisUc than on a 
when the rain drips from the clouds, tree? and umbrellas, 
records would probably show rnotc work is done on » plea- 
jday than on a disagreeable one. For this is the way of the 
wîâ, awhile the weather mi»n aiU back and laughs contentedly.
